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1 INTRODUCTION 


1.1 ‘The Australian Bureau of Statistics is the central statistical 
agency for the Federal and State Governments. Its main function is to 
collect statistics for a wide variety of social and economic areas and 
compile and disseminate them to interested users both within Government 
and in the community in general. 


1.2 While statistics of building and construction activity are essentially 
the responsibility of the Building and Construction Subsection, other areas 
of the Bureau also compile statistics relevant to building and construction. 


1.3 The aim of this index is to assist users by providing a comprehensive 
list of all the available statistics produced by the Bureau that are relevant 
to building and construction. Some statistics are readily available in the 
form of regularly published bulletins while others although not published are 
available on request in the form of photoreduced computer printout or on 
microfiche, or by special tabulations prepared by clerical extraction. 


1.4 No references are given in this index for the Official Year Book of 
Australia (Catalogue No. 1301.0) and the Pocket Compendium of Australian 
Statistics (Catalogue No. 1302.0) as each of these publications contains a 
detailed index. The Year Book should be regarded as the principal general 
statistical reference work produced by the Central Office of the ABS. No 
references are given to the Northern Territory and Australian Capital Territory 
statistical summaries, which contain a comprehensive range of statistics for 7 
these territories, or to the folder Australia at a Glance (1309.0), which gives 
a brief statistical summary for Australia. 


1.5 ‘This revised index incorporates a number of new developments: 


a It is expected that from September Quarter 1979 Building Operations 
computer tabulations (see samples in Appendix 7.2) will be produced directly 
onto microfiche. Print-out for previous quarters is copied on to microfiche. 
Microfiche plates will be available on request and users who do not have 
access to microfiche readers can be provided with photocopies of microfiche 
frames. Charging policy for this material is currently under review but it is 
expected that the following charges will apply: 


i microfiche plates - 45¢ per plate 

ii photocopies of microfiche frames ~ 20¢ per photocopy. 

b The frequency of the Construction (Other than Building) Operations 
collection has changed from six-monthly to quarterly.

APPENDICES 


7.1 DEFINITIONS OF DWELLINGS 


Please note that the concept ‘dwelling' used by the Population Census 
Branch varies somewhat from that used by the Building and Construction 
Subsection. 


DEFINITION OF DWELLING USED BY POPULATION CENSUS BRANCH 


4n OCCUPIED DWELLING is defined as any habitation occupied on Census night 

by a household group and may comprise the whole or only a part of a building. 

A HOUSEHOLD group is defined as a person or group of persons living and 

eating together. ‘The number of occupied dwellings and the number of households 
are therefore identical. 


An UNOCCUPIED DWELLING is defined as a structure built specifically for private 
living purposes and which is habitable, though unoccupied at the time of the 
Census. 


NONPRIVATE DWELLINGS are those dwellings which provide group accommodation 
such as hotels, motels, hostels, and staff quarters and institutions such as 
hospitals, nursing homes, prisons, boarding schools, ete and which were 
occupied on Census night. For such dwellings no details of the characteristics 
other than class of dwelling were sought. 


Persons who on Census night were camping out, travelling on board ships in 
Australian waters or between two Australian ports, or who were enumerated on 
long distance trains, buses or aircraft were not regarded as living in a 
dwelling for census purposes and are shown under 'campers-out' and 'migratory'. 
Persons classified as campers-out include those living temporarily in tents, 
caravans or houseboats or who were camped out on Census night. Tents,, huts, 
caravans or houseboats which were being used to provide semi-permanent 
accommodation were classified as dwellings. 


DEFINITION OF DWELLING USED BY BUILDING AND CONSTRUCTION SUBSECTION 


Dwellings are classified uniformly in all States and Territories as either 
houses or other dwellings. For this purpose, a house is defined as a building 
which has been designed or adapted so that its prime purpose is a single 
self-contained dwelling unit which is completely detached from other buildings; 
and occupies (except in such cases as dwellings built for employees or families 
of the owner or lessee of the land) a separate titled block of land. Dwellings 
described as flats, semi-detached, home units, villa units, duplexes, etc are 
classified as other dwellings. Non-self-contained dwelling units such as might 
be found in motels, hostels and institutions, are not included as dwellings and 
the value of this building is included in the appropriate category of other 
buildings. Temporary or makeshift dwellings are excluded from building 
statistics.
